In n typical day, the unit 
re- 


ceived 53 pairs of damaged eye- 
glasses and delivered 35 new or re- 
paired pairs. It also mailed 25 lo 
outside patrons. Men at sea 
get 


first consideration, and rush jobs 
often are performed while the cus- 
tomer waits. The unit serves many 
army men and marines along with 
its navy clients. There is no charge. 


"We attend to many more men 


than the average civilian optical re- 
pair department of comparable size 
docs," says Garvin. 


"That's because we don't go in

of the Nazi food system' will cause 
more panic in the Reich than the 
worst military defeat. The Ger- 
mans now associate the duration of 
the war with the food supply." 


There were some hints that the 


first real break on the German 
home front — when it comes—may 
develop in Austria. Swiss frontier 
reports said opposition to the Nazis 
appeared to be increasing in Aus- 
tria and that leaflets had been se- 
cretly circulated in Vienna urging 
anti-Nazi demonstrations. 


These reports asserted that 60,000 


Austrians had fled into the hills to 
avoid conscription for the Volks- 
sturm (people's army). 


The Nazi press, meanwhile, ap- 


parently was trying to prepare the 
German people for further re- 
verses. German broadcasts last 
night quoted the Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung as saying that Eis- 
enhower's offensive had shifted the 
"center of gravity of the war to 
the west." 
The paper warned that "it would 


be senseless to shut one's eyes to 
the significance of the successes 
achieved by the Americans in the 
last few days," but tried to bolster 
home morale by asserting that the 
Allies "will not take the German 
armies by surprise."

There were some hints that the 


first real break on the German 
home front — when it comes—may 
develop in Austria. Swiss frontier 
reports said opposition to the Nazis 
appeared to be increasing in Aus- 
tria and that leaflets had been se- 
cretly circulated in Vienna urging 
anti-Nazi demonstrations. 


These reports asserted that 60,000 


Austrians had fled into the hills to 
avoid conscription for the Volks- 
sturm (people's army). 


The Nazi press, meanwhile, ap- 


parently was trying to prepare the 
German people for further re- 
verses. German broadcasts last 
night quoted the Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung as saying that Eis- 
enhower's offensive had shifted the 
"center of gravity of the war to 
the west." 
The paper warned that "it would 


be senseless to shut one's eyes to 
the significance of the successes 
achieved by the Americans in the 
last few days," but tried to bolster 
home morale by asserting that the 
Allies "will not take the German 
armies by surprise."

I want 
you to go out there as my repre- 
sentative and come back and tell 
Congress and me just what you 
think about it." 


Mansfield came back with renew- 


ed faith in the Chinese, but with a 
full awareness of 
the 
problems 


they face and the problems 
we 


have ahead in making them an ef- 
fective instrument in the war on 
Japan. 


He was peculiarly fitted for this 


observation and report. Early in 
1918, 
before his fifteenth birthday, 


Mansfield joined the Navy. .Dis- 
charged after 10 months, he en- 
listed in the Army for 
a year, 


then served in the Marines from 
192-22, most of the time in China. 
If there's any other member 
of 


Congress who has served in 
all 


three branches, I haven't heard of 
him. 


Back in Missoula and 
Butte, 


Mike turned to mining, decided 
he needed more education 
than 


you get out of the eighth grade 
and started studying up. He stud- 
ied enough to pass the. entrance 
examinations for 
the 
Montana 


School of Mines and went from 
there to the state university. By 
1933 the lad who had skipped high 
school was a professor of eastern 
history at Montana'U.

On occasion he has pointed 
out that the farmers constitute 23 
per cent of the population, yet re- 
ceive only 7 per cent of the na- 
tional income. He has championed 
labor, small business, old age pen- 
sions, jobs for veterans and secu- 
rity for the young as well as old. 


A little over two years ago Mans- 


field was appointed to the.House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, quite 
an honor for a freshman member 
But when Rep. James F. O'Con- 
nor of Montana died, Mansfield 
tossed that honor aside to become a 
member of.the committees on In- 
dian affairs, irrigation and recla- 
mation, and public lapds. 


"I represent Montana," he ex- 
plained simply, "and although I 
regret leaving foreign affairs, the 
topics that co.me up in these other 
committees are closer to the state 
of Montana."

Puerto Rico before the war sup- 


plied over 800.000 tons yearly. It 
could not supply more than 700,000 
tons in 1944 as a result of a lack of 
fertilizer and a drought. The enemy 
submarine campaign of 1942 cut 
shipping allotments of fertilizer. 


Cuba, largest wartime supplier, 


sent approximately two million tons 
under a 
pre-war quota system, 


raised this to almost four million 
[tons in 1944. 


But despite Cuba's considerable 


increase, wartime demands com- 
bined with reductions in other pro- 
ducing areas were such that 1944 
supply of sugar to civilians suf- 
| fered a severe curtailment.
